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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Independent claims 1 and 13 have been amended to to include the limitations of dependent claims 2 and 14, 
respectively. Also, the limitation "determining a future location coordinate of a mobile unit based on GPS data" has been removed from 
the claims and replaced with "determining a future location co-ordinate based on the path of motion". As amended, all received signals 
representing the location of the mobile device are now based on GPS data. Also, amended independent claims 18, 23, and 24 now 
include similar language. The newly proposed amendments to the claims alter the scope of the invention previously examined and 
searched. Such amendments would require further consideration of the prior art of record AND/OR inherently requires a new search. 



Continuation of 13. Other: Regarding the applicant's argument that, "there is no disclosure or suggestion in MARLEVI that it receives any 
type of time coordinates whatsoever. MARLEVI's "movement tracks" or "movement circles" are based on a comparison of previous 
locations with a current location; time is not involved in MARLEVI's calculations" (see page 8 of the remarks); the examiner respectfully 
disagrees. As can be better seen from col. 12, line 52-col. 13, line 3, "The second class matching index h is an indicator of the degree 
that the duration of a first sequence of states matches the duration of a second sequences of states having a similar length (velocity or 
time-matching)"; therefore time coordinates are used to match a known movement path (track or circle). . 
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
